ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations for the same:

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,545.00 
for the Ross Ambulance Service. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $435.00 for 
the Hospice of the Littleton Area. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 8. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 for 
the Grafton County Senior Citizens Agency. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $362.57 for 
the North Country Council dues. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the Lisbon Lions Club. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the Lisbon Public Library. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the Lisbon Fast Squad. 


ARTICLE 13. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
for the Wells River, Vermont and Woodsville, NH Fourth of July Parade. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 14. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 
for ACORN, Aids Community Resource Network. (By Request) 


ARTICLE 15. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,239.00 
for a heating system for the Town Garage. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
for a 3 foot roof extension on the left side of the Town Hall to cover a walk way. 


ARTICLE 17. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,200.00 
for Rotogrip Automatic Chains for the Fire Engine. (This sum to come from the Fire 
Department Equipment Fund.) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35.1 for the purpose of Town Revaluation and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 to be placed in this Fund. (The purpose is to establish funds for 
Revaluation of the Town which is presently going to be required every five years.) And 
further to make the Selectmen the Agents for this Fund to disburse funds as needed. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000.00 
for resealing 2 miles of roads in the Town. This amount to come from surplus and is part of 
the amount raised for roads in 2001 and not used. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to close the Dump Fund Closure Stage II 
Escrow Account and to transfer the sum to the General Town Account. (The sum as of 
February 1, 2002 is: $12,903.00 plus interest.) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $75,000.00 
for a new truck for the Highway Department and trade in the old truck. The monies to come 
from the following: 


1. The sum of $48,000.00 from the Highway Department Capital Reserve Fund. 


2. The sum of $27,000.00 from General Funds. (Includes the balance of the Dump 
Fund Closure Account - $12,903.00 and $14,097.00 to be raised by taxes.) 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 
to print the proposed updated Master Plan and the final approved Master Plan. These 
monies to come from Fund Balance (surplus) and no amount to be raised by taxes. (Same 
amount raised in Article 17, 2001 Annual Meeting.) 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 
to be added to the Fire Department Equipment Fund. 


ARTICLE 24. To see what salaries the Town will vote to pay the following:

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF REQUESTING AGENCIES 


GRAFTON COUNTY SENIOR CITIZENS COUNCIL, INC. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a nonprofit organization that provides 
programs and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. The 
Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own homes 
and communities. During 2001, 15 older residents of Landaff were served by one or more 
of the Council’s programs offered through the Littleton and Haverhill area senior services. 


NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 


The North Country Council, Inc. is a technical resource which is available to help 
communities manage development, plan for their futures and cope with change. We 
continued to complete a number of local and regional projects for all 51 communities in 
the region. Some of these projects were: Transportation, Economic Development, 
Community/Regional Planning and Environmental Planning. Major programs for 2002 
will be our five-year update of the Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy, the 
Development of a Regional Plan and the continued Assistance of Solid Waste Management. 


TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION 


The program is a private, not-for-profit Agency. In 2001, 72 citizens received services. 
There were 27 service units for energy related programs, nine households requested fuel 
assistance, food pantry recipients totaled 62. There were sixteen health referrals, ten on 
housing, ten on income/budget and twelve for legal or educational referrals and propane 
for one client. Our Agency spent $5,628.13 for Landaff residents. 


WHITE MOUNTAIN MENTAL HEALTH 


The Agency offers assistance to individuals with debilitating mental illnesses or 
situational crises. Our services allow individuals with disabilities to function as productive 
citizens. Assistance is given to the mentally ill through housing, jobs and all the functions 
of daily living. 


ACORN 


Aids Community Resource Network provides services to residents living with HIV/ 
AIDS in Grafton and Sulllivan Counties in New Hampshire and in Orange and Windsor 
Counties in Vermont. Services such as AIDS prevention education, financial assistance, 
home delivered foods, personal care items and support groups are offered to the area. 


NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


Home care is critical to serving the growing health needs of this country. It provides 
for the sick, disabled and dying in their own home where they can be provided the highest 
quality of life, the greatest amount of freedom possible and the highest degree of human 
dignity. North Country Home Health and Hospice Agency is committed to quality, 
appropriate and cost effective home care services to the residents of Landaff. In 2001 the 
following services were provided: Nursing 84; Physical Therapy 17; Social Service 7; 
Homemaker 14. 


HOSPICE OF THE LITTLETON AREA 


Hospice of the Littleton area is a community based program of volunteers who offer 
supportive care to the terminally ill and their families in fourteen communities. This year 
our volunteers gave over 3,500 hours of direct service to patients and clients at no cost in 
our service area. One Landaff resident received services and one Landaff resident received 
grief solace. 


FOURTH OF JULY PARADE 


Wells River, Vermont and Woodsville, New Hampshire Fourth of July Parade. The 
biggest and best parade ever is planned for the 4th, 2002. The annual event is a memorable 
experience for thousands of people, not only residents of the area, but to many visitors 
from near and far.

The technology is new enough that the Department decided to hire a 
company that specialized in training. We teamed up with Littleton Fire Department to hire 
a company called Safe IR to spend an entire weekend training eight of our members, 
including an all day trip to the State Fire Academy Training Grounds in Concord. Those 
people deserve credit for putting effort into learning how to use this technology correctly. 
The camera reads infrared rays that pass through smoke instead of light rays. 


We continued to fund better then a third of our financial needs with the proceeds from 
Old Home Day. This is made possible because of your generous contributions. We would 
like to thank all those that participated. 


The Department would like to recognize Bruce Ulricson, who retired this year, for his 
years of service to the Landaff Volunteer Fire Department. Our membership, as in any 
organization, is always changing. If you wish to be a part of our Department, please contact 
me at 838-5560.

AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department 
to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
mandatory for any open burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and 
surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT a right. Help us to protect you and our 
forest resource! Build small brush piles that can be quickly burned and extinguished. 





New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001. Most of the fires were 
human caused. Due to dry conditions fires spread quickly impacting more than 20 structures. 
Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around the 
house and make sure that the house number is correct and visible. Only You Can Prevent 
Wildland Fires.

At those semi-annual meetings the majority of thirty four (34) School Board 
Members gives the “Executive Board” (made up of each school district’s Chairperson and for 
Littleton a second school board member for a total of seven (7) Executive Board members) the 
authority to supervise the Office of the Superintendent. 


The Executive Board meets monthly with the Superintendent of Schools and oversees the 
direction and operations of the White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35.

It has been a pleasure to serve as the Superintendent of Schools for the past ten (10) years! I wish 
your continued success in the years ahead and urge you to always base your decisions in the best 


interest of the children.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


It is with great pleasure that I make this annual report to the citizens of the Landaff School 
District. The District continues its efforts to make the general curriculum accessible to all 
students. This requires collaboration from staff on many different levels. It also requires that our 
schools can demonstrate that their efforts are meeting with success. Prior to the 2000-2001 
school year, the students with the most severe disabilities could be exempted from the State 
mandated testing in grades three, six and ten. This year the federal law, Individuals with 
Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) required states to administer alternative assessments to 
students with disabilities who could not be assessed using the assessment administered to 
students without disabilities. There were three students who participated in the NHEIAP-ALT. 
Two attend their neighborhood school and one is in a residential school. The results indicated 
that the local schools are providing meaningful educational experiences to these students. They 
are making progress in the school’s curriculum. 


The Districts provide a variety of rehabilitative services to allow students with disabilities to 
participate in the educational programs offered by the school. Included in these services are 
Occupational Therapy, Physical Therapy, Speech Pathology services and Counseling. Because 
there are medically necessary services in some instances, the District can be reimbursed by 
Medicaid for part of the cost. Each of the service providers accounts for all services so that the 
District can maximize the reimbursement. In addition to providing direct therapy, the specials 
consult with teaching staff so that appropriate services can be provided between therapy sessions. 
Offering suggestions, finding materials and demonstrating different instructional strategies is part 
of the service provided by these specialists. 


The Districts of SAU #35 are serving three hundred forty-three (343) students with disabilities. 
Three hundred twenty-two (322) attend their local public school. Of the remaining twenty-one 
(21) students, the courts placed eight, nine have extremely complicated needs and four have a 
combination of learning disabilities and behavior challenges. Most of our students with 
disabilities are making good progress in our schools. 


I continue my involvement with a variety of community agencies and join collaborative efforts to 
make more opportunities available to our students. Through a joint project with WREN and VSA 
arts, we have an after school arts program starting this month. Without cost to the Districts, 
students will be able to participate in a variety of creative activities in the community. Each of 
the training activities will culminate in a public performance or display. 


Although my title is Director of Special Education, I believe my responsibility extends to all 
students. The best educational practice addresses the needs of all students. Effective use of the 


communities’ resources must benefit the whole school community. I look forward to continued 
services to the Districts of SAU #35.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF 
CURRICULUM AND INSTRUCTION 


A major step towards greater collaboration among SAU 35 districts was taken in 2000-01 when 
the school boards of the six SAU 35 districts unanimously approved a proposal to establish a 
model for curriculum development. Through this collaborative process, the redundancy of 
curriculum development at each school/district is tremendously reduced. This saves each district 
not only professional time spent on the same initiative, but also money which, in the past, was 
expended from each building’s budget for the same or similar activities. In turn, the savings in 
time and money allows greater effort toward the common goal of increasing student 
achievement. 


Since that December 2000 approval, much has taken place: 


@ The establishment of an SAU Curriculum Council to facilitate and oversee the development 
and revision of curriculum in all areas and the alignment of that curriculum with state and 
national frameworks. 


@ The establishment of a five-year curriculum cycle which guarantees that curriculum is 
examined as revised on a continuous basis to improve student learning (see chart below). 


@ The formation of Curriculum Action Teams, composed of representatives of all SAU 
districts, to collaborate in the development of a standards-based curriculum. Two Action 
Teams, Mathematics and Music, began their work in May 2001 and reports will be presented 
to the Curriculum Council in the summer of 2002. It is expected that the work of each action 
team will take at least a year, and more likely longer, to research, write, get feedback, revise, 
perhaps get more feedback, revise again, and ultimately present strong academic standards 
for each curricular area. 


Approval of the revised curriculum does not complete the process, however. Training for those 
educators who will implement the revised curriculum is critical to the success of the teaching and 
learning process. Within SAU 35 we are fortunate that school boards, teachers and community 
alike have supported additional time for this purpose during the last two years. There is also the 
need to closely monitor the implementation process and, of course, to assess the results relative 
to student achievement. One can see the enormity and complexity of the entire process. At the 
same time, the dividends will be worth it. Increased student success will be the most important 
results of the curriculum development model. That’s what it’s all about. 


Other 2000-01 Highlights 


State Test Analysis. Workshops were held to train teams of educators from each building to 
analyze student performance on the NH Frameworks Tests. The state testing process allows 
educators to pinpoint areas of the teaching and learning process that need to be changed in order 
to improve student performance. At the same time, it also provides data to identify and support 
those instructional areas and strategies where student performance is strong. 
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New Teacher Induction Program. An induction program and handbook for teachers new to 
SAU 35 was developed in 2000. This program, which was enhanced this past fall, is intended to 
support the needs of new teachers in their transition into teaching and/or into a teaching position 
in one of the SAU 35 districts. 


Local Education Improvement Plans. The task of setting student learning goals and a plan to 
improve student performance in specific need areas took place in each of our SAU schools. 
Although some of the plans are still in development, their common purpose is to create greater 
student achievement. 


Spatial Technology Workshops. A three-week program to introduce twenty SAU educators and 
twelve students to spatial technology took place in the summer of 2000. This past summer, a 
smaller group of teachers spent two weeks developing curriculum that integrates this new 
technology into classroom instruction. Several of the same educators enrolled in spatial 
technology classes through New Hampshire Community Technical College (NHCTC) in order to 
deepen their understanding and classroom proficiency. The workshops, presented in partnership 
with NASA, were made possible through grants from Bell Atlantic/Verizon.

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STUDENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


The North Country Student Assistance Program experienced another successful year in 2001. We 
sadly lost two staff, Arlene Soule and Lisa Brown, but were lucky enough to hire two wonderful 
new staff, Carol Simon (formerly Carol Starring) from Littleton, and Don Ruhlman from St 
Johnsbury. Carol works full-time with students, kindergarten through sixth grade in the Littleton 
district. She is teaching a sixth grade class titled “Xcel” that focuses on social skills and healthy 
choices, and additionally teaches at all grade levels at Lakeway. Carol has received extensive 
training in bully and violence prevention. She facilitates support groups and works individually 
with youth at both Daisy Bronson and Lakeway. 


Don Ruhlman brings extensive experience with him to his job as a full-time Prevention Specialist 
at both Lisbon and Profile Schools. Don is the founder of The Living Room, a youth drop-in 
center that operates successfully in St. Johnsbury. He is hoping that with community support he 
can bring the same concept to the Littleton region. 


The Student Assistance Program continues to offer a wide range of programs to youth ages five 
through eighteen. Our services include individual counseling, group counseling, drug and alcohol 
education, the sixth grade “Xcel” program, the first grade “I Am Special” program, the third 
grade “Project Cooperation,” the sixth grade “Project Alert,” the Bullyproof program, and the 
highly praised Second Step violence prevention program. We are continuing to participate in 
“Project Impact” which brings high school students to Grafton County Jail to tour the facility and 
meet with inmates who are serving time for substance abuse related offenses. This program 
provides a powerful experience for youth and allows them to make connections between 
substance abuse and criminality. To date over 700 SAU 35 students have participated in this 
program. 


One exciting event that took place this fall was “Wellness Day.” Wellness Day was held 
December 5" at Littleton High School. The entire day was devoted to physical, emotional and 
spiritual wellbeing. Events of the day included over 41 health-related workshops, a dynamic 
keynote speaker, and an evening parent program. The day was tremendously successful and will 


continue as a fall tradition for youth grades 9 —12. 

In summary, the Student Assistance Program marches strongly forward. Our funding increased 
by about $10,000.00 this year with the addition of a couple of new grants; one to assist homeless 
youth and one to train teachers to recognize and respond to bullying. We are quite pleased with 
our new staff, and look forward to 2002!
